That is of courae the 
real ground of the only auaiinoAttnn the law rctruired

registered elector. The law had taken precautiDna 
thai electors ahooid nosaeaj thia patriotic 
ininrent, and waa content if the candidate poaacHH-d 
the aame. That Mr. Dalloy really foela thia patriotic 
interest no one of the petitioners will affect to doubt. 
Morally, therefore, the petition is valuelcaa. And if, 
legally, it ahould prove to be correct, and if Mr.

Than i> rauon how- 
ever to fear that thaaa gentlaraen are not so likely 
to present themselves for the taSn^t of the 
city a* pertona of an opposite description ; and, 
if the bulk of the cStbwnsact a* they have loo 
often done, auch candidate* will preaent them- 
selves in vain. An aclise minority wiil nlsfaje 
master and over- ride a slumbering majority, 

Tho Municipal Bill, by dividing the eity iota 
wards, has made it poasible to select some of 
the aldermen with a view to their fitness. Tho 
recent election showed that those wards 
where a large proportion of the mercsntila and 
professional classes are found, although destitute 
of counter organisation, were not mans^rable by 
tht Buooh. An effort will probably be made to 
apply the tatties of the Bunch to the municipal to 
electiona, and if not counteracted bj ward asso- 
ciations it la not Improbable that they may be 
■neeesjiful. It is absolutely neceasary that 
those who desiTe to pteserve the city from 
the dotniration of a rlique, should secure 
in the Municipal Council tome ameliorating 
element ; some who will keep watch and 
ward. It ia tru* that if old abomi- 
na'ians are hereafter renewed they will excite 
universal loathing. Thoae who desire lo bring 
dishonour upon the experiment — and to drive 
the country back upon centralisation, will pro- 
bably deem nothing so fortunate as the choice 
of the most inferior and sqoabble-loving Df the 
people. Snch is not nwr desire, and, therefore, 
we repeat cur entreaty that citisena to whora 
the good government or the eity is or the high- 
est moment may reslly awake to the respon- 
sibilities of the hour. 

There are various forms in whioh 
nomination to ctaic offices may take 
place, In the older and better States of Ame- 
rica no nan nominate* himself. Those who 
concur generally In their views of what con- 
stitute* a Fitting candidate propose then rain. 
If there are moic than one equally deairable, 
theyflnd a way to prevent the sacrifice of their, 
ttrnngth by useless divisions. They recognise 
the fact that where two men are equally fit for 
the pnblic service, both will display nobility 
of mind in accepting tho wishes of 
their fellow -cUi-sena. either to retire or bear 
tffice. We say the " candidate," but in reality 
what we call " candidate" is there rsther a no- 
minee : himself passive, he leaves the election to- 
others. He would in his own eyes seem de- 
graded were h- to solicit an appointment t>> in 
office which ought to be a service to his fcllow- 
citiuns, and for which he should be solicited 
rather than seek it himself. The very best men 
are lost to the public becaune they cannot 
and nill not a Wop to the meaimeai of entreaty ; 
because, though willing to work, and gratified 
by the spontaneous confidence of the people, 
thty will not debase themnlvoi by promiies 
thay ought not to make, and which they know 
it ia impossible to fulfil. Hanteipal Govern- 
ment ia so nniv-Qraal. in England aiad the 
t T niled States that the people are familiar with 
the proper conduct of their aua.ii*. We have 
many lessons to loam, and the first is the para- 
mount importance of the good governnsenl of 
the eity. 

It is not to be inferred that no man is qualified 
to All the office of alderman unless he is within 
the ring of fashion— perhaps rsther the reverse. 
A tradesman who has by industry and honour- 
able conduct Reined control over his own time 
sufficient to enable him with justice to his 
family and hie creditors to serve hit country, is 
perhaps as woll fitted as *aj man for the 
discharge of duties which require preesunently 
a knowledge of the world and common tense. 
We have no swnupathy with the oontemptuoua 
and often worthless let whs, undsr a pretence 
of high inightinuirj. profess to look down with 
contempt upen civic honours — who sneer at the 
respectable ambition which prompts n man to 
value the confidence of his own neighbours 
beyond honours which can be -conferred by even 
an autocrat. True dignity of mind shows itself in 
the appreciation, of every thing that cerriei a nun 
out of the sphere of egotism- It mak** him 

Eriie the opportunity to do good, It inspires 
im wish a liberal and not a slavish concern for 
the approbation of thos^ who move in the tame 
sphere, and who feel that all who in public 
stations conduct themselves well reflect a portion 
of the lustre of their own character so those 
who have contributed to their eteratinn.

stimulate and reward mining industry. 
Every jeer is improving the appliances for 
gold mining. Machines for diminishing the 
labour and obviating waste are oons tan tty being 
invented. Both in California and Victoria in- : 
genuity is taxed to refine upon the rough pro [ 
ceases by which the gold was secured when I 
the tint random rush to the diggings took 
place. At the richer and more easily workod 
feint are eihsut ted, and the profits or mining 
diminished, the demand far effective end eco- 
nomical apparatus will Increase, in order to 
compensate far the falling off; and that demand 
will be aupplied. Human ingenuity aeldom fails 
to meet the requiremenle of advancing com- 
merce. The history of the last hundred years 
hat thown that, whenever commerce or manu- 
facture hat reached a point at which some 
new contrivance it wanted, it ia found 
be forthcoming. It will be the 
1 with the processes of gold 
mining. Any diminution tn tho average 
fertility of the great gold-fields of California 
and Victoria will be certain, where ao large an 
amount of population is directly interested in It, 
to be followed by the invention of contiivtneet 
which will compensate partially, if not wholly, 
for the falling off. It ia admitted on all hand * 
that the processes at present iu vogue are rude 
and unsatisfactory, and that there is wide room 
for improvement. The perpetually in- 
creasing list of new patents, anil the 
rewards offered for satisfactory inven 
tions, sufficiently prove this. That which 
hat hitherto impeded this improvement has beer, 
the surprising richness of the gold-fields, which, 
by rewarding even random and ill-applied 
labour, has created but little necessity for mori 
methodical processes. But as the rich 
est veins aro exhaustible in the court' 
of time, snd aa an increasing population 
is incessantly attacking a diminishing store 0 
wealth, it may be regarded aa almost 1 
nutter of certainty that the next fen 
years will witness improvements its thf 
mode* of obtaining goid almost at grea 
as those which hivo hecn effected in otbf" 
branches of human industry— improvement ■ 
hit-h seem impossible before thay ate die 
covered, and after they are discovered seem si 
aintrie a-s to make it a matter of wonder tbs 
they should have bee* to long concealed. He* 
South Wales will come in for the benefit, 0' 
whatever improvements may be effected, am- 
that at no other cost than having had to waii 
tilt they had been developed. Though di> 
tanced in the race at first, it may be her ultimati 
good fortune to develop her auriftrons re 
sources under those conditions which the ptinfu 
d costly experience of other countries ha- 
proved to be the moat favorable with respect t 
economy end order. 

To what extent (he Moreton Bay dietriet i 
auriferous is but little known ; it will rest with 
the people and the Government of the new 
colony to ascertain , But of the grjldHfietda ar 
present worked in New South Walts all of them 
lie within the limits of the middle district; §s 
that even It Mr. Lartoitcumss should oarry ou> 
his threat of making the thirtieth parallel at 
latitude the line of separation, it would not cut 
off any of our present profitable goId-fWdi. 
Even when so thorn of it* ancient dimensions 
aa to be compressed within the limits of the 
thirtieth parallel , there will be indefinite re- 
sources open, indefinite attrtctiom to the in- 
dustry of the immigrant. In the extreme north 
and the extreme south of the colony gold will 
have been proved to exist, and the great Dividing 
Wange throughout the whale length of Itt course 
ia even now known to be more or leu auriferous.
